IN ARCHITECTURE: 


The Fellowship was first 
awarded in 1924. It is offered an- 
nually and presently carries a sti- 
pend of $2,500. The purpose of 
the Fellowship is to provide the 
opportunity for younger alumni 
to research some special aspect 
of architecture that requires 
travel. To be eligible for the com- 
petition the candidates must be 
under 30 years of age and must 
be Master of Architecture gradu- 
ates of the University of 
Michigan. The award is made on 
the basis of (1) the applicant’s 
academic and professional rec- 
ord, and (2) the submission of a 
well documented plan of study, 
8%" x 11” format, that states 
where the work will be carried 
out and the inclusive time period 
of travel. The awardee is ex- 
pected to submit a written report 
on the results of the study within 
six months following the comple- 
tion of the travel. The report will 
be kept in the Library.

JAMES (SANDY) A. SPENCE, 
AIA, died Sunday, November 
21st in his home after a long ill- 
ness.
